Cost Dips To $22.65 


The cost of the electric power to 
pump 1,000,009 gailous of water at 
the waterworks in April was $22.65. 
a drop of $1.10 per million gallons 
from March, according to figures 
released 
today by Safety-Service 
Director William Watkin. 
The April power bill was $2.- 
347.20. the second lowest since the 
electric 
equipment 
was 
put 
in 
operation last October, the figures 
revealed. 
The pump station records showed 
101,862.600 gallons pumped during 
the month — about the average 
consumption in the city. The re­ 
duced pumping cost, then, demon­ 
strates an increased efficiency in 
the operation of the plant. 
The cost to pump a million gal­ 
lons was $20.41 in December. $21.40 
in January. $23.49 In 
February, 
$24 15 in .March and $22.65 in April. 
Last week. Director Watkin re­ 
ported, all meters in the pump 
station were checked and repaired 
so that they now are as accurate 
as possible. This will enable the 
water department to make com­ 
pletely accurate figures on water 
and power consumption in the fu­ 
ture, it was pointed out. 
The cost to pump water is run­ 
ning considerably under that of 
steam operations. The total cost 
to pump a million gallons under 
steam In 1936, an average year, 
was $38 94. including labor. The

PRECAUTIONARY measure* by the Alii#* to pro- 
f«ct Holland’* possessions in the Caribbean, fol­ 
lowing closely similar meaaures to protect Iceland 
Hollowing invasion of Denmark, should tell Ameri­ 
can* all they need to know about collapse of peace­ 
ful isolation. There isn't any such animal. 
A hermit dodging aerial bomb* is neither peace­ 
ful nor an isolationist. 
In the large scale revolution being carried for­ 
ward by the aggressor nations, one part of the 
earth's surface la no more sacred than any other 
part. The tag ends of earth are just as vulnerable as 
the great power*.

The Philippine 
Islands are In the sphere of the Rising Sun. Dozens 
of strategically situated islands are scattered about 
the earth's surface, all potentially useful aa air 
jesses. 
(. With the collapse of collective security, which it is 
Germany* evident aim to produce, there would be a 
m ad scramble for everything that could be seized 
without too great an effort. The aggressor nations 
have made their intentions plain with aeisurea of

crest*. 
The United State* has obvious interest in what 
happens to territory vital to Its interests.

INCE it is out of the question to grapple with big 
and vital matters for more than a few minutes at 
a time, social conversation is kept alive with small 
talk. 
This is a great blessing. Too much credit cannot 
be given to the earliest monkeys who discovered it 
is more pleasant to sit chattering harmlessly in a 
tree than to stand with all four feet on the ground 
and roar vigorously. 
Small talk la the genuine article as long as it 
comes up to certain easy specifications. T h e s e fol­ 
low; 
It must he on a subject about which the small 
talker admittedly knows nothing, except a smattering 
of opinion gained from heresay and casual experi­ 
ence. The rearing of children, growing of grass, pre­ 
paration of food, good and bad qualities of automo­ 
biles in the same price bracket and all kinds of sport 
are typical small talk topics. 
Best small talk is kept small. This is essential, it 
being a tragic failing of some conversationalists to 
inflate themselves with self-generated hot air until, 
like the frog in the fable, they burst all over the 
place and have to be reassembled. Offenders in fbi* 
category, as soon aa they are spotted, should be left 
sitting alone quietly, safe from blowout trouble 
There Is no admissible gosl In small talk. The 
game, lf there has to be one. is to keep the wisp of 
thistledown aloft as long as possible bv puffing at it 
courteously from beneath. Each conversationalist is 
entitled to his puffs; there must be no shoving, no 
biting and as little Interference as possible. When 
the feather finally falls, it doesn't mean failure, but 
only that the exercise is over and it is time to ad­ 
journ. 
Small talk may be on a variety of subjects, but a 
few are barred for obvious reasons. T h ese are re­ 
ligion. politics, taxes, the state of the nation, tho 
state of the world and favorite stars of stage and 
tureen. There is no place for strong feeling in small 
talk.

TDEVELOPMENT of mass warfare loud* import- 
anre to what the Dies committee might call

It j* a better phrase by far than "Trojan horse". 
When the Greek* sailed away they left their now 
famous wooden horse ou the plain* outside Troy.

Trojan* stupidly hauled the thing inside the 
city with results now known far and wide. It cant 
he f-ald that any of the victims of undercover tac­ 
tics in today's war are guilty of accepting gifts from 
the Greek* without looking to se# what'* Inside of 
them first.

Dr. Mount found there were two 
t) pes of s tra in —one. the steady 
strain caused by m ental irritants, 
and. two, sudden shocks which put 
the driver's pulse way up. When a 
passing car cut in ahead of the test 
car. the driver's pulse Jumped to 
115. The steady strain was due to 
noises, 
loose 
windows, 
improper 
ventilation, poor sitting posture. 
T w o sets of driver* were tested 
One group was Instructed to go 
through a city and “not spare the 
horses"—try to get ahead of other 
cars, cut the traffic signals. 
Th# other group was told to obey 
all traffic laws, consider the other 
cars end not m ake any deliberate 
effort to cover ground speedily.
